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DECISION ON PETITION 
TO WITHDRAW THE 
HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 



This is in reply to applicant's letter filed February 25, 2004 in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office, which is being treated as a petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment 
under 37 CFR 1.181. 



The petition is DISMISSED . 

A review of the file record reveals that a Notice of Abandonment was mailed February 9, 2004 
because of applicant's failure to reply to the non-final Office action mailed June 23, 2003. 

Petitioner has provided a copy of a response to the non-final Office action that was filed on 
September 23, 2003 by mail with a Certificate of Mailing dated September 23, 2003. A copy of 
a postcard receipt has also been provided indicating receipt of the response by the Office on 
September 29, 2003. Applicant must rely on the Certificate of Mailing date to show that the 
response was timely filed on September 23, 2003. 

Any petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment based upon a Certificate of Mailing must 
provide the following: 

(1) A copy of the original response bearing a signed Certificate of Mailing which 
includes the date of signing; and 

(2) A statement under 37 CFR 1.8(b)(3) attesting to the personal knowledge of 
mailing the original response on the date indicated on the Certificate of 
Mailing (see 37 CFR 1.8 and MPEP 512). 

While meeting requirement (1) above, the petition fails under requirement (2) to provide a 
proper statement under 37 CFR 1 .8(b)(3) attesting to personal knowledge of mailing the 
original response on the date indicated on the certificate, by the person who signed the 
certificate.
